But with- 
out going any farther, it may be Obſerv'd, 
that the Premiſes are not true, from which 
the Concluſion is drawn ; the Founda ion is 
Noughtz and therefore the Superſtructure can 
never Stand. For, . 
iſt. It is evident that the appropriated 
Funds are not ſufficient to Pay the Intereſt of 
the preſent Debts, and yet this Right Honour- 
able Projector ſuppoſes an Overplus of 500co9 
per Annum. And the Principal Debt is alſo 
made leſs than it is by ten Millions; but Mr. 
Hutchinſon has proved the Contrary to all 


this ſo very plain, that none but a ſtrong Party 


of Money d Men, would adventure to make a 
Propofal on ſuch a notorious falſe Foundation. 
2. A Land-Tax of 4s. in the Pound comes

THe next Fund propoſed is the Seven Mil. 
lions, to be paid to the Government by the 
South-Sea, but whence will that Company have 
ſo much Specie to Pay into the Exchequer f is he 
fare there is ſo much Silver and Gold left 
in the Kingdom ? eſpecially when. all the 
Foreigners ſhall be paid their Money, for 
which they are ſo very prefling, ſince the late 
Fall of the Publick Credit; and if ſo much 


could be paid into the Exchequer, where would - a 


the People in the Country have Money to 
pay the Common Taxes? or, even to buy 
Bread for their Familics. | 

TRE Fourth and laft Fund is the Exche- 
quer-Bills, to be iſſued and Circulated without 
Intereſt, and without a Fund to ſink them, 
and how will this be done, now in Time of 
Poverty, which conld never be done before in 
the beſt Times? 

How much hath this Nation paid former-

Sometimes be is a Landed Man, and 
yet would heap upon Land, more and more 
Land Taxes, and in New unprecedented Me- 
thods, never to be Endured.

the Air of. a Freeborn Subject, complaining that 
the People have been kept too much in the 
Dark; and yet tells us at the ſame time, that 
it will be a breach of Allegiance, to Write or 
Speak againſt ſo much as the Sentiments of thoſe 
who have the Adminiſtration of publick Affairs. 
We live in a bleſſed Age, if theſe fort of 
Gameſters ſhall ſtill Prevail ? If the Promo- 
ters of this Scheme were not conſcious of Fraud 
and Deceit, if there were not a SNAKE IN THE 
GRASS. Why do they not ſet their Name or 
Names to their Propoſal, as others have done, 
who Mean well, and dare ſhew their Faces to 
Juſtifie their good Intentions.

IN Anſwer to this bold Attack, I muſt 
beg leave to ſuppoſe, that the Author, or Au-

moſt Parts of his Introduction, but then he 
draws from thence very horrible Concluſiont, 
for the Good of None, but the Money'd Men; 
that is, for the Bank and Bankers, and ſuch 
others that have their Eſtates in Money, and 
have got their Riches chiefly by preying on 
the Neceſſities of the People. 

Hr would perſwade the unwary Reader, 
from the Goodneſs of the Premiſles, to believe 
the Concluſion, and that he was ſo very honeſt

would be alſo a Means to ſupply us for all 
other Uſes.

* lue of the Stocks, and Enable the Proprietors 
< to Sell at better Prices. 


O ſ. HERE are the Stocks again; this is 
the Trade he aims at; but if the Stccks be 
rais'd 
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rais'd by Credit only, and not with « real Spe- 
cie; they may ſoon have ſuch another Sbock, 
as they bad before; that is, as ſoon as theſe 
Money d Men ſhall think fit to lock wp tbeir 
Money, and put @ Stop to the Girculation of 
CYedit, and then down fall the Stocks. 

Bur Sir Humphrey Mxckworth's Scheme 
infallibly Cures all theſe Evils at once, and 
it will not he in the Power of Money'd Men 
to play their Tricks over again, and this is 
therefore the Reaſon they repreſent it as a 
Chimera, and that none but a mere Viſionary 
would fall into it. 

TH1s is a Noble Scheme indeed, to 
Raiſe and Fall Stocks, by the Power of Credit, 
as they pleaſe, that 1s, to ruin and undo all the 
Nation but themſelves. 

Bur if this Credit ſhall be Eaſtabliſhed 
by Means of his Friends, then he ſays it 
„will be beyond Suſpicion. But I doubt he is 
miſtaken, and if the fame Game ſhall be Play- 
ed over-again and Miſcarry, it will be too 
Late afterwards to Retrieve it, or to ſay, wha 
would have thought it; Iam ſure, I not only 
Suſpect it, but am Confident it will be fo, and 
then perhaps there may be a better Diſpoſiti- 
on ; but it will then be too Late to make Uſe 
of Sir Humphrey Mackworth's Scheme, tho' it 
be ever ſo much approved of.

A NoBLE Propofal indeed, to have a

Tus ſay they, We'll give them a Rowland 
for their Oliver, We'll make the common Peo- 
ple know by our Example, that a Parliamenta 
Species of — is better than Bank- Bills, or 
a * * Credit? We'll make them underſtand 
Sir Humphrey Mackworth's Diſtinction, between 
Credit and Coin; between Bank and Exchequer

loſs, or damage by taking them. 

TR Is is indeed more than can be done by 
any private Perſom, or even by any abſolute or 
arbitrary Government, becauſe Men can never 
be ſecure that there ſhall be punctual Perfor- 
mances. But here; ſuch is the Excellency of onr 
Conſtitution in this, above any other Kingdom in 
the World, that we are, and muſt be, ſecure of 
Performance, as long as our Conſtition laſts; and 
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this Propoſal of Sir Humphrey Mackworth's is 
the way to make it laſt for ever ; for no Man 
will think himſelf in danger by taking this new 
Specie, when every other Man in the Kingdom, 
and even the King, Lords, and Commons in Parlia- 
ment, are all bound for Performance; and when 
they are not only bound by Acts and Deeds, 
but by their Intereſt to preſerve this new Specie in- 
violable, and no Man will think the Conſtitution 
itſelf in danger, when every Man's Eſtate con-

Ir is impoſſible that any Man, but he that 
is prejudiced by private Intereſt againſt the 
Publick Good, can be ſo ſtupid as not to ſee 
and underſtand the Security and Advantage of 
this New Specie, above any other whatſoever. 

Bank Bills may indeed be ſaid to be founded 
in ſome Senſe on Government Security, if they 
do not exceed their Bounds, and ſo are Navy 
Bills, and Vif@ualling Bills, and there are Funds 
for paying them off; but they fall ſhort at 
preſent, and therefore thoſe Bills muſt be paid 
in Courſe, one after another, as Money comes 
in, and this brings the Profit to the Money'd- 
Men; the poor Sailors want Bread, none will 
take their Bills, unleſs they will take 30 I. per 
Cent, under the real Value. This is a great 
Hardſhip, yet, rather than ſtarve he muſt com- 

ly; and thus theſe Money'd-Men prey on the 

eceſlities of the Poor, and of the moſt uſeful 
Subjects of the Kingdom; this in itſelf is a bar- 
barous Thing to ſuffer, when it can be a-

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Aw Þ thus every one is for himſelf, but 
who is for the Publick ?

next. Theſe are his very Words, as near as I 
can remember; and therefore as I believe Sir 
Humphrey Mackworth retains the ſame Princi-
